After
the start of the next seagon,
he was sold to San Diego,
where he helped that club win
the pennant, He was sent to
Hollywood irt 1955.

Thrilled As Yank

Al's greatest thrill was be-
ing a Yankee, he says, and
wearing their famous blue pin-
stripe uniform.

He was considered an inval-
uable player during his last
few years on the diamond be-

cause of his batting prowess -

and his ability to play the out-
field or pitch as the occasion
demanded.

Among his records is that of
hitting thé longest ball ever
hit in the Coast Laague. He
was with Seattle, playing at
San Francisco in 1949, when he
powered a 527-foot home run
over the farthest part of the
center-field- fence.
